liquor problem w i l l ' n e v e r come thru prohibition. 
Much of their 


aigumcnt is purely academic and of little interest. In the form they 
present it, it: is scarcely susceptible of proof one way or the other. 
Their blanket argument that prohibition is wrong in theory and im- 
possible of enforcement, at least does not have the P-iblieal support 
they claim for it. 


The Bible is built on prohibitions. 
I f our memory is not at 


fault the first Divine utterance to man in the (.iardcn of Kclen was 
a prohibition in regard to the Tree of Life. And it was the devil's 
insinuating plea that this prohibition against eating of the fruit was 
on infringement of the personal liberty of Adam and Eve that led 
to the downfall of the forbears of the race. 


Again on Mount Sinai the Divine prohibitions were given and 


they still have more or less inlluence on the customs and laws of the 
universe. Thou shalt not kill; thou shalt not steal; thou shalt not 
commit adultery; thou shalt not bear false witness, are among the 
immortal prohibitions ri.-nt the Ilildc tells us were given t-.i mankind 
hi the dawn of civilization. 


In the divi;ie'plan these prohibitions were not submitted to man 


for settlement in the form of a popular vote. 
They were definite 


and absolute. To violate them was to die. Governments were not 
permitted to fix a price on the breaking of the divine prohibitions 
rjid for a share in the profits resulting from the violations legalize 
them, by statutory enactment. 


\Vo do not profess prophetic knowledge, and consequently do 


not know whether prohibition is th*' only solution of the liquor prob- 
kin. 
It is at least A solution and the one the people now seem de- 


termined to try. 
In time, we doubt Mot that its enforcement will 


lie at least as successful ;;s the prohibitions now eiitrenehcd in sta- 


agjiinst iheft. murder and similar violations of the moral law. 


Th- only point we se; oin io make is that the cry of the liquor 


tbal prohibition is had in theory and without liiWieal sup- 


jKtrt. is not well rounded.
